> Queer Transaction on New 
York Stock Exchange to 
Be Probed. 


REAL PURPOSE OF FAKE" 


NOT YET ASCERTAINED 


Over Million Shares of 
Stecks Bought and Sold Saturday 
Without Affecting the Price. 
Prime Mover in Manipu- 
lation Is Being 
Sought. 


New York, August 24.—A special com- 
mittee of five members of the New York 
Stock exchange will conduct an investi- 
gation of the transactions which took 
place on the floor of the exchange Sat- 
urday, when more than !,00Q000 shares 
were bought and sold in enormous blocks 
and in such a manner as to arouse sus- 
picion that the sales were so ‘‘matched”’ 
as to create a fictitious impression of 
activity. The governing committee of 
tue exchange took up the matter after 
trading had closed today, and in a brief 
session authorized thé@ president of the 
exchange, R. H. Thomas, to appoint the 
investigating committee. 

Seme Suspicious Figures. 

The great volume of the trading during 
the two hours’ session. of the stock mar- 
ket on Saturday is shown by comparison 
with that of today. The number of 
ehares soid Saturday was |!,099,000, while 
in the five nours of trading today 387,- 
80C shares were traded in. 

The belief that Saturday's sales were 
manipulative had its origin in the fact 
that shares were bought and sold in 
tremendous blocks without greatly af- 
fecting the market prices, but the real 
purposes undertying the sales has not 
been ascertained, if it be ulterior; as sus- 
pected by the brokers. Some of the 
more conservative members refused to 
accept the orders when they became 
convinced toat the sales were ‘‘match- 
ed,” an order to sell a biock of given 
stock being followed by an order to buy, 
given through a different broker.

As the extra session is entirely apart 
from the regular session, all measures 
must be taken up de novo.

Convicts undisposed of after allcoun-. 
ties are satisfied, shall be leased to 
the highest bidder, but no convicts 
sha!l be leased after December 31, 19/1.

Will Oppose Amendments. 


Mr. Holder will oppose encumbering 
the bill with amendments providing for 
the use of convicts on an extension of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad; for 
taxing near beer to swell the fund to 
be raised for inaugurating a new pen- 
itentiary system, and other related 
subjects. 

“Il am not opposed to these measures, 
but I think they should be considergd i 
separately on tneir merits,”” said Repre- 
sentative Holder. 

The amendments of Representative 
Alexander, of DeKalb, and Whitley, ot 
Douglas, prohibiting the leasing of con- 
victs in future to contractors who had 
been discharged with ill-treating con- 
victs, was not included in the new Dill 
by Mr. Holder. 

He aiso omits the Thurmond amefd- 
ment, which limits the daily labor of 
convicts to ten houfs, instead of from 
sunrise to sunset, with a period of rest 
in the middle of the day. 

The provision tnat the accumulation of 
a convict fund shall ‘begin April |, 1909, 
instead of January |, !9/0, is a change 
made by the author. In discussing this 
feature of his bill, Mr. Holder said:

His parents were Baron Alax- 
ander Von Sternburg and Martha Shaw.

Natchez, Miss., August 24.—Three 
fessions of the Mississippi-Lougsiana 
farmers’ institute were held today, at- 
tended by merchants, bankers and 
Planters of the two states. The Mex- 
lean cotton boll weevil was discussed

ROOSEVELT GOLDEN TROUT. 


Streams of Country to Be Stocked 
With the Game Fish. 


Washington, August 24.--A promise 
is held out by the United States fish 
commiasion that in- a faw years one of 
the gamest and showilest species of the 
fish kingdom probably will be caught 
out of a thousand streams in all parts 
of the country, whereas It now is to 
be found in but one, and that a most 
remote brook. 

This fish has been named the Roose- 
velt Golden Trout, because of President 
Roosevelt's efforts to preserve it from 
threatened extermination. The Roose- 
velt Golden trout at present in the 
product solely of Volcano creeK, 4a 
turbulent water course of 16 miles in 
length on the slopes of Mount Whit- 
ney, Cal. 

About two years ago some of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's friends in California, 
knowing his great interest in the 
preservation of game and fish, appeal- 
ed to him to save from extermination 
this most beautiful of the fish fami'ty. 
President Roosevelt took up the mat- 
ter with the United States fish commis- 
sion. After repeated efforts the com- 
‘mission obtained a number of the trout 
to be sent to the fish culture stations 
at Bozeman, Mont., and@q Leadville, Col.,. 
for propagation. Encouraging news 
has been received from the stations to 
the effect that a sufficient quantity of 
eggs has been obtained for hatching to 
stock trout streams in different parts 
of the country.
